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THE POLITICAL SCENE 

T HE, AMERICAN ELECTION scene is often dirtied by 
pseudo-politiad elements antagonistic to the orthodox 
concepts of democracy and the American way of life. These 
dements, usually specious in approach and violent in attack, 
utilize the tools of slander, canard, and sordid appeals to 
base emotions. On the negative side of this year's political 
picture are the professional hatemongers, playing their usual 
divisive roks T l 

On the positive side of the political picture, there are the 
two major parties, both with responsible leadership, and both 
fighting for their respective principles and platforms in the 
American way. However, a few unorthodox individuals always 
manage to ease their way even into the major political parties, 
and their activities should be recorded: — 


JOHN T. WOOD 

At an age when most politicians are considering retirement 
from public life, 74 year old JOHN T WOOD, of Coeur 
d'Alene, Idaho, representative of Idaho's hirst Congressional 
District, is just completing his first term in Congress. Fie is 
seeking reflection on the Republican ticket. 

During his first term in Congress, Rep, Wood gained an 
unenviable reputation for his vitriolic attacks against the 
United Nations, His denunciations of the world organization 
have filled pages of the Congressional Record. Articles under 
his by-line attacking the U. N, have appeared in such notorious 
hate-publications as Gerald L, K Smith's The Cross and 
Flag, ' Conde McGinley's ' Common Sense/' and Gerald 
Wmrod's 'The Defender."

John Wood enjoys the enthusiastic support of America's 
most questionable professional propagandists. He has ap¬ 
peared as a guest speaker on Upton Close's radio program, 
February 33, 1951. A reprint of an "‘American Flag Com¬ 
mittee" article attacking Unesco, and inserted by him in the 
Congressional Record, November 14, 195U was distributed 
by Alien ZoU to members of Zell's "National Council for 
American Education." (ZolJs now defunct "American Pat¬ 
riots, Inc" was declared "fascist 1 by the U. S. Attorney 
General.) 

Wood has tried to aid Joseph P. Karnp, notorious propa^ 
gamfist praised by the Nazis. In 1950, Kamp served 4 months 
in Jail for contempt of Congress. On January 30> 1952, Rep. 
Wood introduced House Resolution 513 to have another 
contempt citation against Kamp rescinded.

In August, 1951, he intro¬ 
duced House Bill 5080 proposing U. S. withdrawal from 
the United Nations, a bill which never got past the foreign 
affairs committee. 

U. N. areas of interest in particular disfavor with Rep. 
Wood are Human Rights and Genocide legislation. 

Aside from waging battle against the United Nations, 
another favorite maneuvering-ground of Rep. Wood is in the 
field of immigration, where he has been particularly vocal. 
On April 23, 1952, during the debate on the Walter Omnibus 
Immigration bill in the House, speaking in opposition to an 
amendment proposed by Rep Celler (D. N.Y.) to utilize 
unused quotas, Wood declared: 

“It seems to me that the question of racial origins — 
though I am not a follower ol Hitler — there is some¬ 
thing to it ... I believe that possibly statistics would show 
that the Western European races have made the best 
citizens in America and are more easily made into 
Americans ... it seems to me it is a poor time to increase 
entry in our country of material that is questionable . . 

One of his staunchest "Boswells,” Gerald L. K. Smith, 
publisher of the hate-spewing "Cross & Flag,” has featured 
the Idaho representative’s utterances on many occasions. In 
the February, 1952, issue of Smith’s sheet, an address authored 
by Wood was printed, in which he said: 

“No wonder I shudder every time I hear the word 
‘democracy.’ It . . . has an entirely different connota¬ 
tion than when Webster wrote his dictionary. Certainly 
no American should ever now use the term. I am sure 
I do not need to remind you that we are not now, and 
never were a democracy; we are a constitutional republic, 
and have noth ilng i n coin trio nT~wi t h t hat hated ter 1117 
s (democracy) which has now become opprobrious to a 
most extreme degree.” 

The May, 1952, issue of the irreverent, hate-mongering 
Gerald Winrod’s "Defender” carried an abridgement of the 
same Wood address which G. L. K. Smith had printed. 

Another sheet in which John Wood’s writings have been 
prominently featured is "Common Sense,” published by 
gutter-bigot Conde McGinley, one of the most anti-Semitic 
publications in the land. Front-paged in the April 1, 1952, 
issue of "Common Sense” was an article by Wood attacking 
Trygve Lie, Secretary General of the United Nations, accus¬ 
ing him as being "a man brought forward by Stalin for this 
job” and a "Benedict Arnold to his own country (Norway).” 
(The same issue of "Common Sense” in which John Wood’s 
article was featured, a headline story appeared entitled "JEWS 
WORLD HOAX,” branding as lies all stories of the slaughter 
of Jews in Germany under Hitler.) 

RUSH D. HOLT 

Back again before the political footlights in West Virginia 
is RUSH D. HOLT, r> who once enjoyed a small fame as the 


"boy senator.” In 1935, still several months short of the 
constitutional age minimum of 30, he was elected and served 
one term as Democratic member of the U. S. Senate from 
West Virginia (1935-1941). Although known for a long 
time after election as the "boy,” Holt quickly achieved a 
much wider renown through his uneasy associations with the 
worst anti-democratic forces of the nation. 

Originally a Democrat, Rush Holt became possessedly anti¬ 
labor, anti-New Deal, anti-Roosevelt and an arch isolationist. 
In 1936, he was keynoter of Father Coughlin’s "National 
Union for Social Justice” convention. 

His coterie included such depraved anti-Semites as Edward 
J. Smythe, who called Holt "the greatest American in the 
Halls of Congress;” the rabid Joe McWiliams of "Christian 
Mobilizer” infamy; democracy’s shame, Gerald L. K. Smith; 
William Dudley Pelley, "Silver Shirt” leader; and George 
E. Deatherage, convicted seditionist and. ill-famed organizer 
of the "Knights of The White Camelia,” a "fascist” group ; 
C. Leon de Aryan, frenetic publisher of "The Broom,” a 
scurrilous hate sheet; and Lyrl Clark Van Hyning, a leading 
female mouthpiece of the anti-Semitic pack and publisher of 
the blatant "Women’s, Voice.” 

Holt was particularly vocal during his term as a U. S. 
Senator, and achieved great success as a speaker before crack¬ 
pot groups. On October 11, 1939, he spoke at a~so-called~ 
"anti-war” rally of the "Citizens National Keep America: Out 
Of War Committee.” During the October 11 ^meeting, 
according to the N. Y. "World-Telegram,” t he, audience 
continuously interrupted the speakers with^'antCSerriitic re¬ 
marks, and many of those attending carried copies of Father 
Coughlin’s "Social Justice.” In his speech, Holt attacked 
Germany, but attempted to whitewash Hitler, claiming that the 
Fuehrer was compelled to do what he did. 

After his defeat for reelection to the U. S. Senate in 1941, 
Holt continued to decorate the platforms of hate groups. 
His harangues were enjoyed by Gerald L. K. Smith’s frantic 
followers. He became the "darling” of "Mother” groups,, 
and was a special favorite of the notorious anti-Semitic 
"Mothers of Pennsylvania.” He was a "white-haired boy” of 
hatedom, named in Conde McGihley’s "Common Sense” in a 
list of "sterling Americans who have had the courage to stand 
up for their convictions. 

The "boy senator” has been courted indiscriminately by 
Coughlinites, Christian Fronters, and xenophobic isolationists, 
playing to the hilt his own virtuoso role of super-nationalist 
and Galahad defender of extreme reactionary causes. But Holt 
has also varied his role by intermittent incursions into the

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"respectable” political arena. In 1948, he unsuccessfully 
sought the West Virginia senatorial nomination in the Demo¬ 
cratic primaries. Politically adaptable, he became a Repub¬ 
lican, but again suffered defeat when he ran for Congress on 
the GOP ticket in 1950. 

The election year of 1952 finds Rush Holt again in the 
running, this time as the Republican party’s candidate for the 
governorship of West Virginia. 


CHAPMAN REVERCOMB 


Another West Virginian rating mention is ex-Senator 
^CHAPMAN REVERCOMB, again a candidate for the U. S. 
Senate on the Republican ticket. Serving as Senator from 
1942. N to'sl948, Revercomb was defeated for reelection in the 
1948 campaign. 


During his tenure^in Washington, Revercomb first became 


newsworthy through legislation which he helped father. As 
"tanking member of the Senate Judiciary Committee, he was 
largely ^responsible for the discriminatory Displaced Per¬ 
sons Act. ^ 


The noted columnist and commentator, Drew Pearson, in 
his "The Washington Merry-Go-Round,” July 20, 1948, 
remarked: 


Revercomb was one of a few U. S. legislators who wrote 
to the parole board in behalf of former "Silver Shirt” leader, 
William Dudley Pelley, convicted on a sedition charge and 
sentenced to thirteen years in prison. 

Chapman Revercomb in his attempt to return to Washington 
is running against Harley Kilgore, Democratic incumbent. 


RALPH W. GWINN 

RALPH W. GWINN, 0 Republican representative of New 
York’s 27th Congressional District since 1944, is currently 
campaigning for his fifth term in Congress. An ultra-con¬ 
servative, Gwinn has had a long and close association with 
Merwin K. Hart, whom he has supported along with various 
questionable organizations; this is the reason for his inclusion 
in this report. 

As early as March, 1946, his remarks were being hailed 
approvingly in Gerald Winrod’s anti-Semitic hate-sheet, the 
"Defender.” In 1948, Gwinn actively assisted Edward Rum- 
ely’s 6 7 "Committee for Constitutional Government” 8 in its 
fight against the Taft-Ellender-Wagner housing bill. Gwinn’s 
speech — "Public Housing — Disastrous Here And Abroad” 
— was sent out in Gwinn’s franked envelopes to the "Com¬ 
mittee’s” mailing list. 


“Senate Democratic leaders say that one of the first 
moves at the special session of Congress will be to 
revamp the Displaced Persons Act. Many, Republicans 
agree, are angry at the anti-Catholic, anti-Semitic re¬ 
strictions—--- *- 


(According to the New York Times, July 23, 1946, 
The “Committee for Constitutional Government” was 
characterized as a “Fascist movement” by Chicago’s 
Senior Auxiliary Bishop, the Most Reverend Bernard 
J. Sheik) ^"--- ~~ 


The bill is the handiwork of West Virginia’s Repub¬ 
lican Senator Chapman Revercomb, and the methods he 
used to foist it upon his fellow Senators are some of 
the most shameful in the history of the Eightieth 
Congress ... 

Revercomb bluntly told colleagues: ‘We could solve 
this DP problem all right if we could work out some 
bill that would keep out the Jews.’ ” 

In the 1948 elections, when he ran for reelection on the 
Republican ticket, Revercomb did not receive the support of 
Republican presidential candidate Governor Thomas E. Dewey 
of New York because of the senator’s stand on the DP Act. 

The "New York World-Telegram,” October 22, 1948, 
reported: 

“Gov. Dewey’s dislike for Sen. Chapman Revercomb 
goes back ... to when Mr. Revercomb refused to heed 
the Governor’s counsel to amend a displaced persons 
bill which had been criticized as anti-Catholic and anti- 
Jewish.” 

"Why Gov. Dewey carefully avoided helping GOP Sen. 
Revercomb, of W. Va. for reelection, is clear,” declared Drew 
Pearson, October 18, 1948. "Revercomb rammed through the 
Displaced Persons Act, discriminating against Jews and 
Catholics and he wired the Justice Dept., asking that some 
of the worst Nazis in the U. S. be kept here. The Department 
had ordered them deported, but Revercomb demanded that 
the order be cancelled.” 


In 1949, Gwinn admitted that the CCG had contributed 
$10,000 toward the reprinting of his anti-rent control 
speeches. During this period, the New York representative 
also cooperated closely with the notorious anti-Semite Merwin 
K. Hart, ruler of the "National Economic Council.” Gwinn 
was one of the congressmen whom Hart interested in setting 
up a large-scale lobbying and propaganda organization to 
"deal with” the 1950 election. 

On June 28, 1950, Gwinn inserted into the Congressional 
Record his attack on the House Committee on Lobbying 
Activities for its investigations of Edward Rumley’s "CCG;” 
bigot Merwin Hart’s "NEC;” and notorious hatemonger 
Joseph P. Kamp’s questionable "Constitutional Educational 
League.” 

In July, 1950, during the House Lobbying Committee’s 
investigations of Edward Rumely’s Committee for Constitu¬ 
tional Government, it was revealed that Congressman Gwinn 
had used his mailing frank to send 2,500,000 copies of the 
"CCG’s” propaganda around the country. Also disclosed was 
the fact that Gwinn had been on the payroll of Rumely’s 
group in the amount of $350.00 per month. He has admitted 
that he received from $5,000 to $6,000 during 1950 and 
1951 from the "CCG” to pay for research and publication of 
his weekly give-away news-letter. (New York Herald-Tribune, 
September 24, 1952.)

So far as is known, Gwinn has not indulged in anti- 
Semitism. 


CLARE E. HOFFMAN 

Another veteran in the congressional arena is CLARE E. 
HOFFMAN, 0 Republican representative of Michigan’s Fourth 
District since 1935, and in the lists again on the Republican 
ticket. 

His career has been checkered by a plethora of relationships 
and activities that have often aroused the concern of American 
minority groups. 

Hoffman has distributed Joseph P. Kamp’s literature from 
his congressional office; in 1948, after Nazi-praised Kamp 
had been convicted of contempt of Congress, Hoffman wrote 
in Kamp’s behalf to U. S. District Judge Ben Moore, the 
trial judge. 

Hoffman has falsely intimated that the ADL was on the 
U. S. Attorney General’s subversive list. His mouthings in 
Congress have received the support of Father Coughlin’s 
'’Social Justice,” and G. L. K. Smith’s "Cross & Flag.” 
Hoffman has also shared speaker’s platforms with Smith. 
Gerald Winrod, publisher of "Defender,” is also among those 
who have consistently endorsed Hoffman’s point of view. 

In the Congressional Record on various occasions. Rep. 
Hoffman has defended .again st at tack the "C ommittee for 
Constitutional Government;” Merwin Hart’s^'National Eco¬ 
nomic Council;” and the "Constitutional Educational League.” 
He has used the pages of the Congressional Record to defend 
Edward Rumely and Joe Kamp; to laud John Rankin; to 
attack Assistant Secretary of Defense Anna Rosenberg by stat¬ 
ing that she "should go back to the country from where she 
came.”'

Several times in his career, Hoffman has found it necessary 
to disclaim publicly that he is anti-Semitic. 9 10 During the 
debate in 1952 on the discriminatory Walter Immigration 
Bill, Hoffman said, ". . . I go along with my friend from 
Mississippi (Mr. Rankin) in one thing . . . Over the years 
he has insisted that if there were any people in this country 
that needed protection from those who practice discrimination 
while condemning it, it was the white gentiles. . . 

SHADOWS ON THE POLITICAL SCENE 

As in previous election years, 1952 has in addition its crop 
of pseudo-political campaigners. Most of these candidates, run¬ 
ning on the tickets of hate and crackpot groups, have little 
more than fringe-appeal, and their ignominous defeats at the 
polls are assured.

Gerald L. K. Smith’s "Christian Nationalist Party,” suc¬ 
cessful again in getting on the ballot in Missouri, 11 and also 
in Texas, Washington and New Mexico, has a ticket headed 
by General Douglas MacArthur for President, Jack B. Tenney, 
California state senator for vice-president, and Christian 
Frederick for U. S. Senator, an individual who once won 6 
votes as the CNP’s candidate for alderman in St. Louis’ Sixth 
Ward. General MacArthur has never consented to the use 
of his name by these groups who sully it. He has repeatedly 
disavowed political ambitions during 1952 but apparently 
has not wanted to dignify Gerald Smith by selecting him 
for specific rejection. 

JACK B. TENNY, 12 the "Christian Nationalists” vice- 
presidential hope, is a long-time prime "favorite” of G. L. K: 
Smith. In his politicking, Tenney, nominally a Republican, 
has been consistently supported by Smith for many years. All 
the pages of Smith’s "The Cross & Flag,” thatjiave lauded 
Tenney would make a fat volume. Assembly halls where 
Smith has orated have ‘resounded'blatantly time and again' 
with Jack Tenney’s name. Jack Tenney is "one of the greatest 
Americans in America^who has fought the Jews,/' Smith 
has declared. 

Tenney’s keynote is "anti-communism,” attacking civil-rights 
legislation and FEPC as "communist” inspired. I

On the Missouri state slate, an aggregation of Smith camp- 
followers are listed as "Christian Nationalist” candidates, 
including DON LOHBECK, Smith’s notorious alter ego and 
general handyman, for governor; OPAL M. TANNER, 
“STnitrr’s TrCnogrTpher, 4 for"] i'eutT;na4lt^ovemoT7^Td'^TVA 
JERNIGAN, a penurious door-to-door peddler of costume 
jewelry, for congressional representative of Missouri’s First 
Congressional District. 


The "Constitution Party” 13 of anti-Semitic rabble-rousers 
Upton Close, George T. Foster, W. Henry MacFarland, Jr., 
and Kenneth Goff has a "national” ticket headed by General 
Douglas MacArthur for president, with Vivian Kellems in 
the vice-presidential slot. The "Constitutionalists” have thus 
far succeeded in getting on the ballot in Texas and Colorado. 
(Again, Douglas MacArthur has given no consent for the 
use of his name.) 

Senator Harry Byrd (D-Va.) was originally the Constitu¬ 
tion Party’s "unsolicited” choice for the second spot on its 
ticket, but he disavowed its claim to his name and requested 
that he be removed as a candidate. VIVIAN KELLEMS polit¬ 
ically ambitious, prominent lady industrialist of Stonington, 
Connecticut, was named as a substitute for*the 'Virginia senator, 
picked as the Constitutionalists’ second ^choice*.vice-presidential 
candidate. Miss Kellems',is running asfan‘independent Repub¬ 
lican candidate for the v ;li .S^enate, seat ;from Connecticut. 
There is no evidence that she has approved ithe* use of her 
name as the "Constitution Party’s” vice-presidential candidate.

THE SENATOR NIXON RUMORS 


After the Democrats and Republicans had chosen their 
respective nominees, these dissidents were the next "political” 
group to converge upon Chicago* On August 7th and 8th* 
a heterogenous collection of super-nationalists, isolationists, 
states'-righters, white-supremacists, anti-Semites* and home¬ 
grown fascists from all over the country assembled at Chi¬ 
cago's Hotel Sherman.

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League;” 7 Merwin K. Hart’s "National Economic Council, 
Inc.;” 8 and Allen Zoll’s "National Council for American 
Education.” 9 

George Washington Robnett, 10 president of the "Church 
League of America,” was the original chairman of the ses¬ 
sions. Percy L, Greaves, Jr., keynote speaker, spoke on the 
necessity for formation of a new party. 

(Percy L. Greaves, Jr. once served as associate research 
director of the Republican National Committee. In 1947, 
he became known as an opponent to immigration of 
D.P.'a into the U. S, He is a long time confidant and 
associate of Merwin K. Hart.) 

Although the binding theme of the sessions was dissatis¬ 
faction with the makeup of both major parties and their 
presidential nominees, the group quickly split up into two 
opposing factions on the basis of the third party issue. One 
faction, although in favor of forming a new party in the 
future, felt that it was impractical at present; that major 
efforts should be concentrated upon electing national legis¬ 
lators sympathetic to the ultra-conservative, isolationist views 
which had drawn the group together. The other faction 
advocated formation of a new party immediately. 

There was much heated debate over this issue. George 
Foster, anti-Semitic leader of the "Constitutional Americans," 
denounced both parties and their presidential nominees and 
made an impassioned speech in favor of forming a new party 
and naming its own presidential candidates. Upton Close 
spoke in favor of the forces which wanted to proceed slowly. 


Nothing was agreed upon during any of the discussions, 
and the meetings were finally adjourned after a complete 
break between the two opposing factions. Following the 
adjournment, a "rump" group immediately took over. Mrs. 
Suzanne S. Stevenson, national leader of the "Minute 
Women,” announced that she was personally reconvening the 
convention. She announced that Percy Greaves, Jr. would act 
as temporary chairman. 

About one-hundred people remained from the original 
sessions. Greaves, who took ex-chairman Robnett’s gavel, 
called for the names of two members from each state repre¬ 
sented to be placed on the national commitee of the new 
party. 

Especially significant is the fact that among the names of 
the national committee chosen were notorious anti-Semites 
and hatemongers George Foster, Kenneth Goff, and W. Henry' 
MacFarland, Jr. MacFarland was also named to the executive 
committee of the new party. According to the House un-

American Activities Committee, MacFarland, leader of the 
"American Flag Committee,” has been associated with "three 
or four Fascist movements." 

Upton Close, originally with the "moderates" who walked 
out on the convention, quickly jumped on the bandwagon, 
however, and was chosen to promote the public-relations of 
the new party. His August 18, 1952 "Closer-Ups” devoted a 
complete issue boosting the party. 

Percy Greaves, Jr. was elected national chairman and Mrs. 
Suzanne S. Stevenson, prime mover of the "rump" group, 
elected co-chairman. On August 16, 1952 the name of the 
new party, the "Constitution Party of the United States," was 
announced. Members will be known as "Constitutionalists." 

The "Constitution Party," originally the product of a 
"rump" movement, was apparently not destined for solidarity 
within its fold. Some weeks after the "Constitutionalists” 
started operating, there was another splintering of the new 
movement, and a second "rump" group took control of the 
party. This time, the professionals—the arch bigots, orthodox 
anti-Semites, and sundry other enemies of American demo¬ 
cratic tenets—took over the reins. 

On August 30, 1952, the "Constitution Party" met at the 
Adclphia Hotel, Philadelphia, Pa., and jerry-built a new 
"permanent" organization on top of the original structure. 
"Many well-weathered, calloused old hands of the hate-racket, 
with their faithful retainers, were present as delegates to this 
latest political mutation, with such notorious bigots as Upton 
.Close, Ken noth Goff ,- W -H cn ry-Mac f -a r 1 a nd-J-r..^nd-Geor-geJT. 
Foster in full-cry. 

Mrs. Stevenson and Percy Greaves, the supposed permanent 
co-chairmen of the party, were present in Philadelphia that 
day, but did not attend the sessions. Mrs. Stevenson, regis¬ 
tered at the Hotel Adclphia, charged that the meeting was 
illegal. She asserted that VC. Henry MarFarland, Jr. called 
the meeting and made all arrangements without her or Mr. 
Greaves sanction. "When we saw the people attending this 
meeting,” she said, "we decided we wanted no part of it. We 
are resigning from any connection with the Constitution 
Party’ that is organizing in Philadelphia.” 

Mrs. Catherine Baldwin 11 (once a hand-maiden of such 
now defunct groups as the 'Christian Front" and "America 
First,” etc., and colleague of Elizabeth Dilling), adding her 
wedge to the schism, declared that she was the original in¬ 
corporator of the "Constitution Party," in Washington, D. C. 
on May 23, 1952, and that Mrs. Stevenson and Mr. Greaves 
"were not going to interfere with this meeting.” She then 
introduced Edward Ray, of Hollywood, Calif., as first speaker.

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Ray, whose wife acted as recording-secretary, declared the 
purpose of the meeting was to elect permanent officers; to 
discuss presentation of a ticket which would adhere to the 
principles of MacArthur; and to discuss the possibility of a 
write-in campaign. Ray, acting as proxy for Arthur E. Case 
of Los Angeles (a man termed “a brilliant student of world 
affairs” by G. L. K. Smith’s "Cross & Flag"), then nomi¬ 
nated Haliburton Fales, New York City broker, for new 
"permanent" chairman of the party. The nomination was 
seconded by George T. Foster. 

Dr. Ella Lonn, "Minute Woman" of Baltimore, who had 
originally called the signals for the first Chicago sessions, 
then nominated G. I. Whitmer of Baltimore as treasurer, 
praising him highly for organizing the "Constitution Party" 
in that city, and with particular praise for his role in dis¬ 
tributing Joseph Kamp’s "Headlines" in that locale. "No 
minority groups will ever dictate to me," Dr. Lonn informed 
the meeting. 

On the roster of newly-elected officers were Haliburton 
Fales, chairman; G. I. Whitmer, treasurer; and W. Henry 
MacFarland, Jr., secretary. 

Mr. Fales, after thanking the delegates for electing him 
chairman, declared that he had been a heavy contributor to 
the Republican Party for years and hoped to contribute to the 
new "Constitution Party." Fales said there was a possibility 
that some national military figures will eventually head the 
party. 

—■-~The-n ext-‘speak err George-Tr-Foster^saidr-^Wc^realize^we- 
cannot do much in this election, but we aim for 1954 and 
1956. We advocate write-ins and loyal aims whenever we 
find them. We hope tor MacArthur to be our candidate, but 
as yet we have no definite word from him.’’ 


After a recess, the second meeting of the sessions formed, 
and a "preamble" to the "Constitution Party’s" set of prin¬ 
ciples was read by Dr. Lonn: 


“Whereas all three branches of the government have 
strayed from the Constitution, we have formed a politi¬ 
cal party dedicated to the basic principles of the (Consti¬ 
tution.^’’ 


The principles include: 


“Governmental powers not delegated to the national 
government by the Constitution should be restored to 
and retained by the states . . . We are opposed to 
membership in any international organization . . . We 
also are opposed to . . . all forms of governmental 
favors to any group or class in the forms of loans, 
subsidies, price, wage or rent controls . . . We must 
preserve the Christian heritage, which has been the 
strength of this nation/' 

After the principles of the party were read, Upton Close 
then made his appearance at the meeting. He was greatly 
applauded by those present. George Foster, in introducing 
him, praised him as one of the outstanding Americans, radio 
commentator, specialist on affairs of the Far East, and "loved" 
by certain "minority groups." 


Close stated that he was going to handle publicity for the 
new party. Addressing the assembled body, he declared the 
party’s aims as a "strong organizational framework for the 
1954 and 1956 elections; and to work among the electors for 
the coming election to make them use their constitutional 
right to select an independent choice in view of the country’s 
crisis, which he described as military (Korea) and financial 
(the threat of a depression).” 


On August 31, 1952, an Associated Press story carried the 
results of the Hotel Adelphia sessions: 


“The Constitution Party, proclaiming itself as opposed 
to ‘international conspirators who have derided and de¬ 
fied our Constitution for more than a decade/ set out 
today on a campaign to win Electoral College Votes for 
General of the Army Douglas MacArthur for President 
and Senator Harry F. Byrd . . . for Vice President. 


“Announcement of the party formation, its ticket and 
its plans was made here last night after a closed meeting. 
Upton Close . . . spokesman for the group, said thirteen 
states were represented . . . and a number of candidates 
endorsed . . . Mr. Close said the statement of party prin¬ 
ciples called for: free enterprise and an uncontrolled 
economy; unalterable opposition to Universal Military 
Training; withdrawal from ‘any international organiza¬ 
tion . . / and an ‘end to all international spending and 
boondoggling' . . . The list of candidates named by Mr. 
Close as having been endorsed at the meeting was headed 
by Senator Joseph - R. McCarthy, Republican of Wis¬ 
consin . . . Senator William E. jenner. Republican of 
Indiana; Senator John W. Bricker, Republican of Ohio; 
Price Daniel for United States Senator from Texas; 
‘probably' Gov. Allan Shivers, Democrat, for re-election 
in Texas; and Representative John F, Kennedy, Demo¬ 
crat of Massachusetts, for United States Senator . . . 
*Ge7feraUMacArtHur : >buld 'not'bc^reached'for-eomnnent/’-— 

On September 1, 1952, the Associated Press reported that 
the "Constitution Party" lost its two chairmen because, as 
Mrs. Stevenson said, " some of its members had made state¬ 
ments that sounded anti-Semitic/ The resignations of Mrs. 
Suzanne Silvercruys Stevenson as chairman and Percy L. 
Greaves, Jr. of Chevy Chase, Md. as co-chairman were an¬ 
nounced by Mrs. Stevenson. Asserting that some members of 
the National Committee had objected to her because she was 
a Roman Catholic and foreign born (Belgium), Mrs. Stevenson 
said: ’The principles of the party as rewritten by an unauthor¬ 
ized meeting of a few of the National Committee in Phila¬ 
delphia last week contain the phrase: ’We must preserve our 
Christian heritage which has been the strength of this nation.’ 
Such a declaration sounds to me like anti-Semitism. I will have 
no part of any movement which seems to me to be so steeped 
in bigotry.’ " 


Senator Harry F. Byrd of Virginia, involuntary running- 
mate of General MacArthur on the "Constitution Party’s" 
ticket, obviously has no intention of taking part in any such 
third party movement. According to the Associated Press, 
September 3, 1952: 


“Byrd hux wired Bard A. Logan, Constitution party 
convention chairman in Texas, to have his name taken 
off the ballot there. The action came . . . after Byrd was 
informed that a MacArthur-Byrd ticket had been filed in 
Texas . . . He had said previously that he had ‘no contact 
with the group/ ” 
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Although the new party has filed for a place on the Texas 
ballot, no decision has yet been passed down by the state 
election authorities accepting the party’s claims. 

The "Constitution Party,’’ founded largely by a group of 
dissatisfied nationalists in Chicago, but captured in Phila¬ 
delphia by some of the palace-guard of organized hate in 
America, is still only in its germinal stage. However, from 
the record of its activities to date, it is quite apparent that 
this new party, with its featured cast of bigots, is the political 
bandwagon on which many star performers of America’s hate- 
circus intend to ride in the future. 


BALLOTING BY OTHER BIGOTS 

Gerald L. K. Smith’s “Christian Nationalist Party" and 
Chicago bigot Lar Daly’s "America First Party" have also 
been active on the political scene. At a "Christian Nationalist 
Crusade" meeting in Los Angeles, August 12, 1952, Smith 
declared "We are going to put MacArthur’s name on the 
ballot in every state." 

The Associated Press, August 20, 1952, reported that peti¬ 
tioning by the "Christian Nationalist Party" had been success¬ 
ful in Texas, and that General Douglas MacArthur would be 
assigned a spot on the ballot as presidential candidate of the 
party:* Listed as vice-presidential candidate was Jack B. 
Tenney, California state senator. 

The "StJLouis_P(^st-Dispateh," on August^ 21, 1952, com- 
menting on the "Christian Nationalist Party’s" success in also 
winning a place on the Missouri ballot, said: 

“Gen. MacArthur** name has been appropriated! by 
St* Louis leader* of Gerald L. K. Smith’s race-hating 
Christian Nationalist crowd and listed as the party’s 
candidate for President . . . Under Missouri law, consent, 
of the candidate is not required. The Christian National¬ 
ists attempted to launch a “Draft MacArthur” movement 
at the Republican convention . . . Gen. MacArthur may 
not have known of the Chicago shenanigans, but the 
group's current efforts cannot escape his notice. He 
ought to dissassociate himself from that bunch, com¬ 
pletely and immediately.” 

In his initial bid in Illinois, Lar Daly was unsuccessful. 
The state electoral board turned down nominating petitions 
seeking to enter the names of General MacArthur, Senator 
Harry Byrd of Virginia, and John Morse of Chicago as 
"America First" candidates for the presidency, vice-presidency, 
and Illinois governorship respectively. 

In Missouri, however, Lar Daly’s "America First Party" 
won a place on the ballot just as G. L. K. Smith s group did, 
filing a slate of electors and the names of General MacArthur 
and Senator Byrd as its presidential and vice-presidential 
candidates. 

In a statement, Lar Daly, "national chairman” of "America 
First," said the platform of his party "will call for use of the 
atomic bomb to end the Korean war, and United States with¬ 
drawal from the United Nations." 


OPERATION CHICAGO 

As in many a past election campaign, G. L. K. Smith has 
been very active on the current political scene. And this year, 
as always, the "Rev." Smith did not appear on the scene cold. 
His "successful" politicking in the states of Texas and Mis¬ 
souri was preceded by groundwork laid during the Republican 
convention at Chicago, when he moved into the city with his 
cohorts to broadcast his doctrinaire philosophy of hate in the 
political arena. 

A "politician" of Smith’s repute needs a candidate to 
sponsor, and his Chicago trek was for that purpose—to de¬ 
clare himself. In a circular letter headed "History In the Bal¬ 
ance," dated July 10, 1952, directed to "Dear Loyal Friend," 
Smith addressed his following: 

“In the past 72 hours my staff, in cooperation with 
approximately 300 volunteers, have distributed by hand 
in Chicago about 150,000 pieces of literature. We rented 
the big ballroom in the Congress Hotel ... At the last 
minute, even after we paid the rent and spent a total of 
more than $1,000.00 on the meeting, the Jew manage¬ 
ment demanded a letter from the committee assuring 
them that Gerald L. K. Smith would not speak. We had 
the choice of cancelling our meetings or fulfilling their 
Jew-designed demands. Mr. Don Lohbeck, the brilliant 
editor of the Daily Bulletin and ‘The Cross and the 
Flag,’ spoke in my place. The great audience that filled 
the Grand Ballroom . . . cheered and leaped to their 
feet as he paid glowing tribute to General MacArthur and 
called for his nomination. 


The weekly bills in our office total more than $10,- 
000.00 per month. We are alerting millions of people, 
thanks to your contributions of money . . . Put the largest 
giftrof- money-within-your~ability_. r.-..^and. rush it-into.^_ 
the mail . . . The humble contribution you make may 
be the gift that will tip the scale in this dramatic mo¬ 
ment. ...” 

A postscript appeared saying, "This fateful deadly hour 
requires that you and I make every possible sacrifice in time 
and money for this Crusade or we are doomed to bondage 
and Jew-controlled bureaucratic tyranny." 

During the Republican convention, Chicago became a rally¬ 
ing ground of bigotry, when an anomalous aggregation of 
the nation’s rabble-rousers descended en masse upon the city 
to hawk their products of hate along the political by-ways 
Aside from Gerald L. K. Smith’s clan-gathering, two other 
hate groups—both called "Nationalist Convention”—con¬ 
verged on Chicago, each meeting July 4th, 5th and 6th. The 
larger of these two meetings, held at the Atlantic Hotel, was 
under the joint sponsorship of Mrs. Lyrl Clark Van Hyning 12 
of "We The Mothers Mobilize for America," and George 
Foster, now a member of the new "Constitution Party’s" 
hierarchy. , 

At the Van Hyning-Foster "convention," the choice of 
political candidates was discussed. They were opposed to 
"Ike" because he is the "hand-picked candidate of Barney 
Baruch." They were opposed to Taft because Wall Street was 
behind him. The only good thing about "Harry Solomon 
Truman" was that he brought MacArthur back to the U. S. 
General MacArthur’s name was greeted with great applause. 
George Foster stated that there were delegates present from

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THE “HATE” PRESS AND 
THE NEW ADMINISTRATION 

T HE new administration in Washington has become the 
target of the same campaign of vulgar anti-Semitic vilifi¬ 
cation as that which was used for years against the Democratic 
regime. 

By all the rules of logic the nation’s bigots, who for years 
had been ranting against an imaginary "Invisible Government" 
and the "Jew-Marxist-Zionist” New Deal should have been 
highly pleased by the defeat of the Truman administration. 
But the majority of the hate-mongers, refusing to surrender 
one of their most cherished propaganda themes, insist that 
"nothing has changed" and that the Republican Administration 
like the Fair and New Deals is controlled by the "jews”. 

Among the first to sound the alarm was Gerald Smith who, 
in his November 10 Newsletter, professed ro "have shed some 
tears in the past few hours and days" because "the election of 
Eisenhower^means tnirSarucli and his gang“of'powerful inter¬ 
national Jews have captured the White House again.” Warning 
that "this vicious international jew machine ... is as powerful 
among Republicans as it is among Democrats/' Smith charged 
that: 

The first step * * * of Baruch and his ruthless ilk of 
international manipulators ♦ * * 'Hill be complete conscrip¬ 
tion of all human beings from 17 to 70* Their second 
gesture of tyranny will be to repeal the MeCarran Immi¬ 
gration Act so that 20 million Jews and colored will be 
dumped on American shores* They propose to see to it 
that never again will the great white Christian population 
of America be able to express major power* ♦ * * 

_. After the inauguration Smith continued his attacks. In an 
editorial in the January, 1953 issue of The Cross and the Flag, 
America’s loudest bigot wrote that: 

It is unbelievable that mature-minded citizens could 
think that there has been any serious change in the 
Administration of our Government* * * * Eisenhower is a 
creature of Marshall, Roosevelt, Baruch and Truman* 
Truman’s quarrel with Eisenhower was * * * a family 
quarrel* * - , Behind the Truman machine and behind the 
Eisenhower machine stands a Baruch* 

Adding that "it is well for us to refresh ourselves on the 
L . . magnificent research job done on Eisenhower by the great 
patriot Mr. Joseph P. Kamp/’ Smith provided his readers with 
a summary of Kamps "smear” brochure published last spring 
which proved" that "The Jews" were backing Eisenhower 
for President.^ 

C Leon De Aryan's The Broom also felt that the man who 
really "won the election” was "Bernard Marines Baruch/' and 
in an editorial headed "Ike s New Deal Cabinet,” charged that 
"The Elders of Zion are [again] riding high and driving the 
nation to slavery*" Said The Broom: 


Instead of tunning to God and first principles of right, 
they turned to a faked ‘right’—the ‘Republican’ party 
candidate nominated by Baruch and Dewey, the Jewish 
choir boy—and now the fools wor ship Ike in place of 
God and expect to be *saved’ by his cabinet appointments 
of old Newdealers as ‘Republicans’, John Foster Dulles- 
$IyIo, to ‘return’ to American free enterprise svstem of 
life* 

The key to Eisenhower’s administration [U] * * * the 
Rothehild domination through usury which controls poli¬ 
tics* * * * IVow we are ‘back again’ with Eisenhower, the 
overmight ‘Republican’ who is staffing his cabinet with 
Internationalist stooges and will follow the same policy 
of running to U*S*A, for the usurer’s profits—Republican- 
wise—to avoid a revolt of the skinned cattle: the Goyim* 

McGinley s hate-sheet, Common Sense, fek that the election 
resulrs were> on the whole, "very encouraging” ro those "who 
have been fighting . . * the pro-Communist, anti-Christian 
plan of the masterminds of the New Deal” But it reported 
that "this was not a 100 per cent victory against Marxism,” 
and pointed out that: 

The same powerful Zionist International group which 
has lieciT in complete con I roT of "life New DcaFforTwenty 
years also has used Eisenhower to do an important part 
iu this plan to break down European countries for Com¬ 
munism and used our Stale and Treasury Departments to 
pay thousands of communist government employees who 
have been spending most of their time in building up 
communism* * * * The Marxists will now try to align them¬ 
selves with this new administration and work in so as to 
carry on their plan for Jewish control* 

In a later issue (Jan. 1st) McGinley ran a front-page story 
captioned "Baruch Appoints Eisenhower Cabinet” in which he 
discussed the "significance" of the impending appointment of 
C. Douglas Dillon as Ambassador to France. Said McGinley: 

It is generally known that Bernard Baruch * * * con¬ 
trol [s] * * * the banking firm of Dillon, Read and Co* of 
[which] the Mr* Dillon in question is Chairman of the 
Board* This Mr* Dillon is a student of Felix Frankfurter* 
who taught at Harvard * * * [and who] placed more Com¬ 
munists in the New Deal than any other five Jews* Frank¬ 
furter today is the most powerful man behind Eisenhower 
with the exception of Bernard Baruch* 

After reporting that Ambassador Dillon s fathers "real 
name” was Lapowski, Common Sense concluded: 

The overall pie lure gives the impression that Eisen¬ 
hower knowingly or unknowingly acted as a front for 
Baruch whom we have always known was the spokesman 
for World Jewry, for Churchill who now boasts of being 
a Zionist and for other One-Worlders* 

Mrs* LyrI Clark Van Hyning's Women s Voice also saw the 
cabinet appointments as reflecting "The Voice of Eisenhower 
but the Hand of Baruch.” Wrote Mrs. Van Hyning: 

Appointees of the New President are New Dealers with 
few exceptions. It is a change of president but not of

policy. Dulles is probably the worst and this Dillon, newly 
appointed Ambassador to France, is a Jew (name, Lapow- 
ski). Everything is being revealed to the American people. 
Their eyes are being opened [even though] there arc no 
Jews in the first line appointments. . . . 

The pre-inaugural conference of Bernard Baruch, Prime 
Minister Churchill and President-elect Eisenhower brought 
forth a storm of invective from the nation’s hate-press, which 
saw it as heralding “another Zionist war.” 

The most vicious comment came from the professional anti- 
Semite Henry H. Klein who contributed an article on "King 
Barney and His Satellites” to the January 29 issue of Women’s 
Voice. Said Klein: 

King Barney and his Satellites gathered in his royal 
suite . . . and discussed the next steps in zionist rulership. 

. . . They all got orders from their royal patron. 

Barney is enthroned not in Palestine, but in New York 
City, capital of zionism. He rules as a direct descendant 
of ancient King David [and] says he is a zionist. 

The protocol plan aims at world control through world 
destruction [and] Barney is in the open as world ruler. 
Ike owes allegiance to those who financed his election. 
He knows little or nothing about civil government. Barney 
will hand out orders in the shape of advice and the final 
crash will come when zionist dominated east and west will 
clash. The protocols say we must have anti-Semitism even 
if we sacrifice some of our own people. So they will 
sacrifice Jews, Christians and Mohammedans to attain 
their own end. 

Stephen NenofFs irregularly published hate-sheet, The 
American Commentator (Nov. 25) likewise expressed con¬ 
cern over the "forces . . . with which Ike seems [to be] in 
alliance. . . Charging that "The Zionists which form the 
Invisible Government are known to wreck every nation they 
enter,” the Commentator stated that: 

Ike was their candidate, and if Bernard Baruch—the 
Prince of Zionists—engineered his election and voted for 
him the sad truth is that he will help with their plans. ... 
All through Ike’s pre-election campaign ... he pledged 
allegiance to the traitors in our midst. . * . He didn’t care 
what the millions of Americans prayed for, hoped for, 
and voted for. He was afraid that he might in some way 
offend or double-cross Bernard Baruch. 

The West Coast bigot, Robert H. Williams, writing in the 
November issue of his Williams Intellligence Summary, simi¬ 
larly voiced alarm at the possibility that President Eisenhower 
might be unduly influenced by his "Jewish” advisors. Specu¬ 
lated Williams: 

Will President Eisenhower heed the warning of the 
overwhelming anti-New Deal vote? . . . 

Will he listen to his friend and campaign supporter, 
Bernard Baruch . . . ? 

Will he listen to his campaign backer Felix Frankfurter, 
who has built inside the government agencies a powerful 
Marxist machine . . . ? 

Will he listen to the trio of Jewish nationalists, Frank¬ 
furter, Sen. Herbert Lehman and Henry Morgenthau, Jr,, 
described ... as constituting fc the secret government of 
the United States’? 

Or will Eisenhower take a closer look at the nature of 
the protest vote which put him in the White House and 
restore a measure of Anglo-Saxon integrity and inde¬ 
pendence to the Administration? 


Williams urged his readers not to take any chances: 

In view of his [Eisenhower’s] repeated avowals of his 
love for FEPC and his condemnation of Americans who 
oppose Zionist domination it seems evident that we shall 
have to battle every step of the way to preserve the free¬ 
dom and independence of the white man against the 
organized minorities. 

The discredited "news analyst” Upon Close has also viewed 
the new Administration with a jaundiced eye. In the Novem¬ 
ber 17 issue of his Closer-Up newsletter he congratulated the 
voters who "turned out of office the collection of trough¬ 
feeding morons and bloody conspirators that manner the 
Marx-worshipping New Deal, but felt that a note of caution 
was in order: 

. . . Since November 4 the President-elect has been 
surrounded almost solely by men whom constitutional 
Americans cannot trust. Foreshadowed Cabinet appoint¬ 
ments offend them. . . . Influences which enslaved 

Truman are reaching out for Eisenhower [including] the 
hypocritical Jewish political gang that has corrupted 
American politics. • • . 

Later, in a speech at Minneapolis on January 23, Close made 
some additional comments on the political situation. Hailing 
President Eisenhower as "a truly God-fearing man who wants 
to serve his country,” Close warned that "Ike has fallen under 
the influence of international financiers interested only in 
protecting their world-wide holdings,” and added that the 
new congress might be torn apart by the "tolerance racketeers 
who have made vile and vicious attacks on me. . . .” 

The new Administration came under fresh attack in the 
c February 3 issue of his Closer-Up. Said Close: 

. . . The President had declared drastic pursuit of New 
Deal social policy [and thus] put both feet into the Marx- . 
ist trap. ... In Eisenhower’s mistaken labeling of the 

-MeGarran-Walters—Immigration—Act—as—unfair—._.~-,-our- 

new President backs the fanatic pressure groups out to 
change the economy, philosophy of government and 
texture of our nation. . . . 

Ike seems unwilling to let Congress take him 4 off the 
hook’ in the immigration and FEPC matters. He is under 
the same sanctimonious pressures and political obliga¬ 
tions that forced Truman. This is painted as a Christian 
American cause, backed by Tolerance and Civil Rights 
organizations, which the world is watching as test of our 
sincerity. . . . 

While most of the attacks so far have been directed against 
President Eisenhower, Vice President Nixon is beginning to 
come in for his share of "criticism.” In its February 9 issue 
The Broom ran an article, "Nixon and the Jews,” which stated 
that: 

It is well known here that Little Dick from Whittier 
who is now rattling about in a Vice Presidential chair that 
is much too big for him, was put there by the connivance 
of the Jewish cabal . . . because he was small and weak 
man who could easily be wheedled and otherwise influ¬ 
enced to play the Jewish game. This is clearly shown in 
his voting and talking record in the House of Representa¬ 
tives and later in the Senate. • • . 

Further evidence that Nixon is little better than a Jew- 
kissing sentimentalist appears in the fact that he was the 
chief guest and speaker here the other night to honor the 
Jew contingent in the present Congress. He expressed 
great concern over the outbreak of anti-Jewism in Russia 
and the satellite communistic countries. 
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THE “THIRD PARTY” VOTE 

D URING the 1952 political campaign, the nation's hate- 
mongers and professional anti-Semites made one of their 
strongest bids for public support in recent years. In addition 
to making frontal assaults on the structure of American De¬ 
mocracy and launching such scurrilous "smear” campaigns as 
that waged against Dwight D. Eisenhower, a number of "Third 
Party” movements, instigated by professional bigots were 
active on the political scene. 

Besides Gerald Smith’s perennial Christian Nationalist 
Party two new groups appeared—The Constitution Party, 
sponsored by rabble rousers Upton Close, George T. Foster,. 
W. Henry MacFarland Jr., and Kenneth Goff and the America 
First Party "founded” by the Chicago Nationalist, Lar Daly. 

In the hope of gaining a modicum of respectability for 
their cause, all three groups "nominated” General Douglas 
MacArthur to head their "national” tickets, although the 
General gave no consent for the use of his name. California 
state senator Jack B. Tenney willingly accepted the number 
two spot on Smith’s slate while Vivian Kellems was named as 
vice-presidential candidate by the "Constitutionalists,” and 
Senator Harry Byrd (D., Va.) was the General’s involuntary 
running mate on the "America First” ticket. (In the closing 
weeks of the campaign, the America First Party came out in 
support of General Eisenhower.) 

Despite Smith's boast that MacArthur would carry "twenty- 
two states” and similarly expansive claims put forth by "The 
Constitution Party,” the Nationalists secured less than 18,000 
of the sixty million votes cast in the November election. 

• The-foliowing—is-the^official- tabulation-of the-MacArthur—- 
vote garnered by the three Nationalist parties in those states 
in which they were successful in getting their tickets on the

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(It is probable that J^kcArthur received a few additional votes 
in some states—such as ^ew York—where write-ins were per¬ 
mitted. But the results were reported under the heading of 
‘'scattered votes” and not tabulated according to individual 
candidates.) 

FRANK L. BRITTON 

T HE latest and youngest addition to the crop of West Coast 
professional bigots is Frank L. Britton, 32-year-old Haw¬ 
thorne, California, anti-Semitic pamphleteer who has recently 
emerged as editor and publisher of the newly launched hate- 
sheet, The American Nationalist. 

Britton’s "career” began inconspicuously in 1950, when, 
while still a student at the University of Southern California, 
he distributed anti-Semitic leaflets which won him praise from 
the notorious Wesley Swift, who made him his "protege.” 
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The following year the fledgling bigot gained additional 
notoriety with the publication of a viciously anti-Semitic, 23- 
page pamphlet, Atom Treason. Dedicated to "the magnificent 
Gerald L. K. Smith,” Britton’s booklet charged that Commu¬ 
nism was Jewish; that Jewish scientists supplied Russia with 
atomic secrets and that the "Jew ridden” Atomic Energy Com¬ 
mission had sabotaged this country’s H-bomb program. 

Britton’s maiden effort was widely hailed by the nations 
hate-press. Particularly enthusiastic was Gerald Smith, who 
became its principal distributor. (According to Smith’s finan¬ 
cial report for 1951, filed with the Clerk of the House of 
Representatives, his Christian Nationalist Crusade paid Britton 
$924.62 for literature, an amount which would roughly cover 
the cost of approximately ten thousand copies of Britton’s 
pamphlet.) 

Following the appearance of Atom Treason, Britton for a 
time continued to be closely identified with Smith. His second 
pamphlet, Hollywood Treason, which attacked "Jew-Commu- 
ists” in the movie capital, was distributed by Smith’s organiza¬ 
tion and on a number of occasions Britton appeared at Christian 
Nationalist meetings at Los Angeles’ Embassy Auditorium, 
once sharing the platform with Smith himself. 

In the summer of 1952 Britton came up with a new anti- 
Semitic "expose”—a 96-page booklet, Behind Communism, 
which the nation’s bigots promptly began peddling for $1.00 
per copy. Touted as a "faithfully documented . . . unique 
history of Communism . . . from its very beginning down to 
the year 1952,” Britton’s "amazing book” turned out to be 
just another pseudo-historical effort to "prove” that commu¬ 
nism, Zionism and Judaism are essentially the same.^ 

For~a~ few “months “Brittonnrested^on hisSaurels.~ J Then, in- 
September, 1952, he made a short-lived attempt to form his 
own "patriotic movement,” by organizing a group which he 
called "The New Confederates.” An invitation urging "every 
Christian Patriot” to attend "a special meeting” of his "great 
new organization” aimed at combatting the "Jew Marxist . . . 
program of world conquest,” appeared on the reverse side of 
a vicious "Buy Gentile” flyer which Britton distributed in the 
Los Angeles area. 

About 200 people showed up at the Embassy Hotel’s Con¬ 
vention Hall on the night of September 25 and were subjected 
to a typical anti-Semitic harrangue by the self-styled leader of 
The New Confederates who charged that "immigrant Jew- 
Communists” were responsible for all the nation’s ills; that 
"Jew agitators” were exploiting the American Negro, and that 
most Communists are and have been Jews. 

Despite impassioned pleas for support, very little money was 
collected at the meeting and Britton’s "New Confederates” 
died aborning, but the young bigot has other irons in the fire. 
Early in December, 1952, the first issue of his slick, new, four- 
page "fortnightly” publication, The American Nationalist, 
appeared and was mailed out gratis to a select list of "patriotic” 
friends who were offered the opportunity of subscribing to it 
for three dollars a year. 

Although expensively printed in four colors on high quality 
slick paper and better written than most of its competitors, 
The Nationalist emerged as just another hate-sheet devoted to 
attacking Jews, Negroes and other minority groups.

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From the outset Britton made it clear that his principal 
concern was "the Jewish problem.” "Jews Sabotage McCarran 
Act—Seek Repeal Because Bill Bars Red Subversives” was the 
headline for his lead story in the first issue (Dec. 10). ”Reds 
and Zionists in Tribal Row—’Anti-Semitic Purge’ Seen as Row 
Between . . . Jews in Bitter Family Quarrel”; "Jews Use 
’Tolerance’ Propaganda to Corrupt American Patriotism,” and 
’’Israel Blackmails Helpless Germans Through Reparations” 
were some other typical Nationalist "heads.” 

In addition to attacking Jews in its "news” stories, The 
Nationalist has provided its readers with a series of vicious 
"exposes” to illustrate how Jewish "control” of the amusement 
industry has "Judaized” American culture. 

In an article headed "Alien Jews Monopolize U.S. Air¬ 
waves” (Dec. 25) Britton, charging that "The American radio 
and television industry is exclusively a Jewish monopoly,” 
asserted that: 

We have permitted a small, alien, anti-Christian minor¬ 
ity to seize control of our entire radio industry. We have 
permitted these alien Jews, with a tradition of hostility 
towards Christian civilization and close affinity for Com¬ 
munism, to become lords and masters of our airwaves. . . . 

Warning that the situation was "serious,” Britton added: 

Sitting astride our media of communications as they 
do, the Jews are in an unparalleled position to insert 
their own brand of propaganda into radio and TV pro¬ 
grams virtually at will. Invariably this consists of ‘toler¬ 
ance’ propaganda . . . intended to make the white major¬ 
ity feel guilty for its ‘bigotry’ . . . [and inflame] Jews 
and other minorities with hatred against their ‘persecutors’ 

—meaning the white Christian majority. . . . 

The Jewishness of our radio-television industry . . . 
assumes particular significance at election time, because 
it is obvious that no candidate offensive to Jewry will ever 
have free access to radio or TV faciliti es. . . . _ 

Two weeks later (Jan. 10) Britton analyzed the current 
situation in the American Theatre and concluded that it, too, 
had been "taken over by invading Jews” who see to it "that 
no play contrary to their philosophy is ever produced.” 

Subsequently (Jan. 25) The Nationalist examined condi¬ 
tions in the world of music. In an article headed "Russian 
Jews Favored by RCA Victor,” Britton reported the "shame-

ful fact that the Jewish owners of America’s recording industry 
have virtually ^[frozen] out gentile American musicians.” 

According^to The Nationalist's editor, the greatest offender 
in this regard has been the "Jew-owned RCA Victor Recording 
Co.,” a subsidiary of the Radio Corporation of America "whose 
head is the Russian Jew, David Sarnoff.” Of the thirty-six 
musicians featured by Victor, Britton pointed out, "seventeen 
are Jews and only eight are white gentile Americans,” while 
"every last one” of its leading violinists” is a "foreign-born 
Jew.” 

Bemoaning "these lopsided ratios” Britton concluded that: 

... so long as Jewish merchants control our musical 
markets, then so long will Jew musicians continue to get 
the ‘breaks’. That is why the majority of the Jew-owned 
RCA Victor’s musical recording artists are Jewish, and 
that is why Jews dominate American music today. 

To date, four issues of The American Nationalist have 
appeared, and while Britton must have had substantial financial 
backing to launch his new publication, he has already begun 
to plead poverty. A "personal” letter accompanying the Janu¬ 
ary 10 issue, reminded his "friends” that the Nationalist "is 
not published for profit” and urged those who had not yet sent 
in their subscriptions to do so immediately. 

Two weeks later "friends and supporters” received another 
"personal and urgent” appeal for help "in carrying the load.” 
Calling the need for financial aid "absolutely critical” because 
"we have stretched not only our resources, but ourselves, almost 
beyond capacity,” Britton confessed that "we have reached a 
crucial stage in our activities,” and enclosed a self-addressed, 
stamped envelope for contributions to enable him "to carry 
on the Cause.” 

" Willle~T 1 ie"Nationalisf is 'uridouBtedly' a costly^pubTication, 
periodic protestations of financial distress are part of the pro¬ 
fessional bigot’s standard fund-raising technique, and Britton’s 
urgent appeals for funds (strongly reminiscent of Gerald 
Smith’s methods) must be judged accordingly. Meanwhile 
The American Nationalist remains a significant addition to 
the roster of the Nation’s hate press and the activities of its 
editor will bear close watching in the months ahead.

ALLIANCE FOR PROGRESS-PART 1 

Alliance for Progress—-the current program of United States;aid to Latin American 
nations- was- initiated.by Eisenhower; but it has become the major feature of President 
Kennedy’s foreign policy. ~ .. . ____ 

The President claims that Alliance for Progress is intended to save Latin America from 
communism. Actually, the program is using American tax money to finance, and force 
upon Latin American countries, a communist-socialist revolution. 

Kennedy has never given any precise estimate'of what, he expects to spend on Alliantg 
for Progress; but general estimates are that the program will cost United States taxpayer 
20 billion dollars in the first ten years. (l)

e origins of the Alliance for Progress program are almost as unsavory as its 
consequences. 

On July 13, 1960, Fernando Berckemeyer (Peruvian Ambassador to the United States) 
and Roy R. Rubottom, Jr. (then Assistant Secretary of State for Inter-American Affairs) 
discussed in Washington a suggestion by the Peruvian government that foreign ministers 
of all 2 1 American republics meet to discuss the Soviet threat in theAmcricas. 

A committee composed of representatives from seven Central and South American nations 
went to work on the Peruvian suggestion. The committee’s biggest job was deciding upon 
an agenda and a meeting plape that would be acceptable to Castro of Cuba! On July 26, 
1960, the committee announced it had solved this major problem: the foreign minister# 
conference of the Organization of American States could meet at San Jose, Costa Rica; 
and it would consider as its first order of business, not icommunist control of Cuba or 
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comrriunist infiltration of Latin America, but 
charges against General Rafael Trujillo of the 
Dominican Republic. The government of 
Venezuela had accused Trujillo of plotting to 
assassinate Romulo Betancourt, President of 
Venezuela. 


v^n August 16, 1960, foreign ministers 
representing 21 American nations, began their 
conference at San Jose. 

Christian Herter, Eisenhower’s Secretary of 
State, took the lead in getting the Organiza¬ 
tion of American States to take action against 
the Dominican Republic. , 

_On Augu st 20, 19 60 , the Conference 

adopted a formal resolution recommending 
that all other American nations break diplo¬ 
matic relations with the Dominican Republic 
and impose severe economic sanctions against 
her. 0 ' 

On August 22, 1960, Christian JHerter 
initiated the second stage of the OAS meeting 
at San Jose, Costa Rica, by presenting a United 
States bill of particulars against Cuba. 

' On August 23, 1960, Julio Cesar Turbay 
Ayala (Colombian foreign minister) answered 
Herter’s charges against Castro. Turbay reaf¬ 
firmed his faith in the principles of Castro’s 
"revolution” and denied that Castro was actu¬ 
ally a communist. Turbay reviewed, "with 
interest,” Castro’s charges against the United 
States — and deplored the United States’ 
’ "sugS'r restricxiOlfs” agatr/sc Cuba - ( thatTs, our 
cutting off the sugar subsidy ). 

On August 29, 1960, the foreign ministers 
proclaimed the "Declaration of San Jose,” 
written by Turbay of Colombia, in which the 
members of the Organization of American 
States pledged themselves to ‘‘democratic prin- 
. ciples”; to the rejection of totalitarian regimes 
of "the right or left”; to non-intervention in 
each others’ affairs; and to support of the 
Organization of American States. The declara¬ 
tion did not even mention Cuba. 

Thus the San Jose Conference of the Organ¬ 
ization of American States — originally pro¬ 
posed by Peru for the purpose of discussing 


the Soviet threat in Cuba — achieved the 
destruction of Trujillo, America’s-only strong 
anticommunist friend in the Caribbean area; 
but did not even scold Castro. 

Christian Herter came home from San Jose, 
.boasting that the United States had achieved 
a-greas-diplomatic triumph! 

The "first stage” of the OAS Conference 
of 1960 was completed at San Jose on Auglust 
20, when the delegates voted to isolate Trujillc 
of the Dominican Republic. The "second 
stage” was completed on August 29, when 
the Declaration of San Jose was adopted. 

The "third stage” of the Conference was

Bogota, Colombia. The “third stage,” begin¬ 
ning on September 6 , 1960, was a meeting of 
the "economic” ministers of the American 
republics. This Bogota stage of the OAS Con¬ 
ference was, simply, our State Department’: 
pay-off to the Central and South Americar 
republics for what they had done at San Jose 

Douglas Dillon (then Eisenhower’s Undei 
Secretary 6f State) went to the Bogota Con¬ 
ference with an Eisenhower promise of 5 0 ( 
million dollars 1 of American tax money to b< 
given Latin American nations. 

Dillon began his speech to the Confereno 
by paying tribute to the role which Turba) 
of Colombia had played at the San Jose Con¬ 
ference. Remember, Turbay wrote the Decla¬ 
ration oCoan'Jo'se, - which turnedout to be ; 
victory for international communism. Turbai 
had praised the principles of Castro’s revolu 
tion; he had viewed, "with interest,” Castro’ 
charges against the United States; and he ha< 
denounced the United States’ "sugar restric 
tions” against Castro, q 

Before Dillon went to Bogota, the whol 
world knew that Eisenhower was sending hin 
with a promise of 500 million dollars in ai< 
to Latin America. But there had been grum 
bling throughout Latin America that this wa 
not enough. Castro was demanding that th 
United States inaugurate a 30 billion dolla 
aid program to Latin America. Brazil, an* 





most other 'Latin American nations, were sup¬ 
porting the general tenor of Castro’s demands,: 
though the figures they named were somewhat 
less extravagant. 

It looked as if our Latin American friends 
might not graciously accept Eisenhower’s offer 
of 500 million dollars. 

Douglas Dillon wa$ prepared. He made it 
clear that the 5 00 million dollars which he 
had come to offer was a mere drop in the 
bucket — just a beginning. All* of this was to 
be used only for "social development.’’ He 
promised bigger "and more respectable United 
States aid to al l of Latin America to continue 
"economic development” in that region. 

"Social development,” apparently, means 
schools, housing, hospitals — that sort of 
thing — to be built with money taken away 
from United States taxpayers. "Economic 
development” seems to mean the continuation 
of building, with United States tax money, 
roads, harbors, industrial plants (to compete 
with our own, of course), public buildings, 
and so on. 

Douglas Dillon won another smashing 
"diplomatic victory” for the United States at 
Bogota: the Latin American republics agreed 
to accept our offer of 500 million dollars for 
"social development,” and our promise of bil¬ 
lions for "economic development”! 

On September 13, 1960, the economic min¬ 
isters of the American republics signed the 
"Act of Bogota,” "authorizing” a massive pro¬ 
gram of United States aid to Latin American 
countries. 

In his first inaugural address (January 20, 
1961) President Kennedy gave this new aid- 
to-Latin-America program its current name: 
Alliance for Progress. President Kennedy said: 

"To our sister republics south of our 
border, we offer a special pledge — to convert 
our good words into good deeds — in a new 
alliance for progress — to assist free men and 
free governments in casting off the chains of 
poverty.” i 


Revolutionary Purpose 

On March 13, 1961, speaking to Latin 
American diplomats, and members of the U. S. 
Congress, President Kennedy said: 

"I have called on all the people of the 
Hemisphere to join in a new Alliance for 
Progress....! have this evening signed a 
request to the Congress for $500 million as a 
first step in fulfilling the Act of Bogota. This 
is the first large-scale inter-American effort 
— instituted by my predecessor, President 
Eisenhower — to attack the social barriers 
which block economic progress. ... 

"This political freedom must be accom¬ 
panied by social change. For unless necessary 
social reform s^ including land and tax 
reforms, are freely made .. . tHenrourailiance^ 
our revolution, our dream, and our freedom 
will fail. . . .” (2> 

In his formal message to Congress (March 
14, 1961) asking for the 500 million dollars to 
initiate the "Alliance for Progress” (as "auth¬ 
orized” by the Act of Bogota) President Ken¬ 
nedy again stressed! the revolutionary purpose 
of this program. Acknowledging that "revo¬ 
lutionary new social institutions and patterns 
cannot be designed overnight,” President Ken¬ 
nedy implied that we must nonetheless begin at 
once a crash program to overturn the existing 
way of life in Latin America — giving our 
aid not on the basis of need, but "on the dem¬ 
onstrated readiness .of each government to 
make the institutional improvements” which 
• we require.- 

This theme of total revolution in Latin 
America, financed and enforced by United 
States tax money under the label of "Alliance 
for Progress,” was re-emphasized at a Special 
Meeting of the Inter-American Economic and 
Social Council (held at Punta del Este, Uru¬ 
guay) on August 16, 1961. In the formal 
declaration issued by the delegates at this meet¬ 
ing, the Latin American nations receiving 
American aid pledged themselves: 

"To encourage ... programs of integral 
agrarian reform. . . . 

"To assure to workers fair wages and satis¬ 
factory working conditions; 
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, "To establish effective systems of labor- 
management relations and procedures. . 

"To reform tax laws, demanding more 
from those who have most, punishing tax 
evasion severely, and redistributing the 
national income. . . ,” (3) 

The Revolutionists 

On November 6, 1961, President Kennedy 
announced appointment of Teodoro Moscoso 
as Regional Administrator for Latin America 
in the new Agency For International Develop¬ 
ment — that is, as head of the Alliance for 
-Progress program. Moscoso is a Puerto Rican 
socialist, an early protege df~Rexforcr-Guy 
Tugwell, the "braintruster” whom Franklin 
D. Roosevelt made Governor of Puerto Rico. 
Moscoso is also an intimate friend of Romulo 
Betancourt, President of Venezuela, who is a 
communist. 

To understand the grim truth — that Alli¬ 
ance for Progress is a crash program with 
American tax money to tear Latin America 
apart and then reorganize it according to the 
communist plan for a "marxist” land — one 
needs a little background information on some 
of the principal actors in this revolutionary 
drama. At present, two of the principals are 
Teodoro Moscoso, Kennedy’s Chief of the Alli¬ 
ance for Progress program; and Romulo Bet¬ 
ancourt, communist President of Venezuela. 

Former United States Representative John 
Rousselot' fRcpublican,-California) did a great 
deal of research on Betancourt, and put the 
results of his labors into the Congressional 
Record: September 23, 1961, pp. 19674 ff.; 
February 26, 1962, pp. 2703 ff.; July 11, 
1962, pp. 12288 ff. 

U. S. Representative William C. Cramer 
(Republican, Florida) put into the Congres¬ 
sional Record of October 13, 1962 (pp. 
A7702-3), and February 7, 1963 (pp. 1870 
ff.), more revealing information about Betan¬ 
court. 

Here, in brief, is the Betancourt story: 

As a young man, Betancourt worked openly 
as a functionary of the comraunisLinterna- 


tional in Venezuela. For this communist activ¬ 
ity, he was exiled from his homeland in 1928. 
During exile, Betancourt went to Costa Rica 
where, with Manuel Mora, he founded the 
communist party of Costa Rica and was, for 
five years (1930-1935) head of that party. 
Working openly for a communist revolution 
throughout Latin America, Betancourt dis¬ 
covered that communism could not thus be 
sold to the people. It would have to be imposed 
upon them by deception. Betancourt devised 
a hoax. He Would "renounce” his membership 
in the communist party and return to Vene¬ 
zuela as an "anti-communist,” and work to 
impose communism on his homeland by calling 
hiS^fogranr*''ant'i-ee?iTrrnunist.l!- ■ _ 

He did return to Venezuela, gathered his 
old communist cronies around him, and 
launched his new communist program of 
deception. He had made the mistake, however, 
of explaining his scheme in letters to commu¬ 
nist friends. These letters fell into the hands 
of Venezuelan authorities; and Betancourt was 
again ordered into exile. He evaded this ban¬ 
ishment and Went underground. For 9 years 
he remained in hiding. During that time, he 
organized a powerful communist front dis¬ 
guised as a political party, which he called 
Accion Democratica ("Democratic Action”). 

In 1945, a military junta overthrew the 
legal government of Venezuela, and turned 
to Betancourt for leadership. Betancourt 
became presidents the junta. Using the estab¬ 
lished political machinery of Accion Demo¬ 
cratica, and appointing communist henchmer 
to key posts in government, Betancourt rulec 
Venezuela for three years. 

His rule was so corrupt and tyrannical that 
on November 24, 1948, an uprising of military 
officers, led by Marcos Ferez Jimenez, over 
threw Betancourt and his stooges; and Betan 
court again went into exile. 

For over nine years, Betancourt remaine< 
in exile. He spent much of that time in Ne^ 
York City, where he became the darling c 
Thehiiltra-liberal, anti-anti-communist crow 
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of socialist intellectuals — a hero to the lead¬ 
ing liberals of the Eisenhower, and later of the 
Kennedy, administration. 

In 1956, Betancourt’s communist connec¬ 
tions became so objectionable that he Was 
arrested in New York City (on information 
supplied by the FBI}, was expelled from the 
United States, and denied readmittance. He 
was, however, permitted to live in Puerto Rico. 
Here, he became an intimate of Munoz-Marin, 
socialist governor of Puerto Rico, and of Teo- 
doro Moscoso. (4> 

Leftist groups in Venezuela (widely 
believed to have been directed and encouraged 
by Betancou rt’s new frie nds in the JVmerican^ 
State Department) overthrew Marcos Perez 
Jimenez in January, 1958. About June, 1958, 
Betancourt returned to Venezuela, revived his 
Accion Democratica, and ran for President. 
Again with the undercover support of the 
American State Department (which included 
widely circulated rumors, in Venezuela, that 
if Betancourt’s party won the election, Vene¬ 
zuela would receive mammoth amounts of aid 
from the United States), Betancourt was 
elected. 

Jimenez (who had given Venezuela the best 
government and had brought the nation to 
the highest level of prosperity in its history) 
was exiled. He sought asylum in the United 
States. Betancourt wants him returned to Ven¬ 
ezuela so that he can be executed. He has filed 
outrageous charges against_Jimenez r who is 
now in a Miami jail-awaiting extradition. The - 
American State Department and the powerful 
leftwing propaganda forces in the United 
States (including, for example, such "respec¬ 
ted” organs a s The Christian Science Monitor) 
have for months been conducting a massive 
hate - campaign against Jimenez,, preparing 
public opinion for denying him asylum so that 
he can be turned over to Betancourt for liqui¬ 
dation. 

In 1961," the law firm of Dean Acheson

"The United States is the greatest example 
that could be cited of a nation which has 
enriched itself through a constructive agra¬ 
rian program. Our program was inaugurated 
with the Homestead Act after the Civil War. 

"Through this Act, vast stretches of rich 
virgin land in the West were brought into 
cultivation. The Act did not propose to take 
over the productive farms already in opera¬ 
tion in New York, Pennsylvania, and Vir¬ 
ginia, and cut them up into small uneconomic 
holdings. ... Instead, it directed the new 
farmers to uncultivated land on the frontier, 
which increased rather than decreased the 
Nation’s crop production. 

"Does Betancourt propose to do this in 
Venezuela with the aid of the agrarian reform 
millions which : President Kennedy promised 
him? No indeed. Venezuela has enormous 
stretches of uncultivated and good govern¬ 
ment-owned land in the provinces of Sucre, 
Monaga, Ansoategui, and Bolivar. They are 
served by convenient transportation facilities. 







For the more distant future, it has the empire. 
sweep of the vast area beyond the Orinoco.' 

"Did Betancourt propose an agrarian plan, 
like that of the United States, which would 
open up this abundant government-owned 
land through an orderly, wealth-producing 
program? He did not. 

"Instead, he launched a program to buy up 
land already in successful cultivation and cut 
it up into small, uneconomic plots. These plots 
were mostly near Caracas where they could 
be used as showcase exhibits for credulous 
visitors. President Kennedy was taken to one 
of these cut-up farms and induced to make a 
speech enthusiastically hailing the Betancourt 
land program, and promising far-reaching 
aid.” (7 ' 

e "agrarian” and other ' social” reforms 
which our socialist planners are devising, and 
financing with our money, throughout Latin 
America, have sinister aspects. 

A Mexican businessman, deeply disturbed 
about our Alliance for Progress program, sent 
me the following account of what is hap¬ 
pening: 

"In many Latin American countries the 
vast majority of the land areas taken away 
from the large land owners is reportedly 
divided up among peons or poor rural peas¬ 
ants. This sounds lovely to the people who 
read it and especially attractive to the Ameri¬ 
can people who through their government 


and governmentjbanks finance with loans and 
grants these so-called agrarian reforms which 
appear to give the land to the peasants. 

"However almost the exact reverse is the 
case. Most of the land taken away from the 
large land owners is not given to the peons 
or peasants, but the ownership is kept by the 
governments and only assigned year by year 
to the peons. Thereby the former landowner 
is replaced by a much bigger landowner 
whose local representative is a political 
appointee who is able to assign a small piece 
of land each year to each peon or refuse it to 
him or change him to another piece as he (the 
political appointee) sees fit. 

"The result is} in practice, that the peon 
has lost his old patron, who in many cases was 
a'Kuman'Ts'or £~of"per soli, aud~gehe rally lived 
on the property at least a part of the year, 
and whose ear could be reached by the peon, 
as those who have lived in Latin America in 
the past can testify. In exchange he has a new 
patron who is a ; 'faceless, cold, impersonal’ 
government office represented by a frequently 
changing political appointee who has no direct 
interest in the productivity of the soil and 
frequently is principally interested in enrich¬ 
ing himself while he holds on to his insecure 
job. 

"The peon does not own any land, he has 
no feeling of ownership, does not know how 
long he may be permitted to work the same 
plot and hence can have no interest in improv¬ 
ing the land, and does feel totally dependent 
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on the whim of the politicians, which is just 
what the communists desire and in this way 
attain. All the land belongs to the govern¬ 
ment. 

"The same is true of most of the govern¬ 
ment housing schemes. The houses are not sold 
to the people but are rented to them. All the 
houses belong to the government and this 
added to the government control of transpor¬ 
tation, telegraphs* movies and the press, is 
perfect preparation for the establishment of 
the totalitarian state or Communism. Gov¬ 
ernment intervention is creeping forward all 
the time, and the mbney which the Alliance 
for Progress gives to these leftist governments 
only speeds up the march down to Socialism 
_and_eventually-Communismr -r—'■ —“ 

"American citizens should give as much 
importance to stopping the socialistic policies 

of the Alliance-for Progress--as they- do.to- 

impeding socialistic legislation in their own 
country. United States tax-payers have 
already spent many hundreds of millions of 
dollars on the Alliance for Progress, in pro¬ 
moting policies which are absolutely against 
the best interests of the Latin American coun¬ 
tries concerned, against their economic and 
political freedom, and against the best inter¬ 
ests of the United States into the bargain.”

We had all heard, of course, of what 
had happened and was happening In Rus¬ 
sia, but we did not know then what eve¬ 
ryone knows now, that the r - Bolshevik 
butchery in Russia had been organized in 
the United Slates, financed from the 
United Slates, and carried out by a gang 
1 of 170G disciplined a i * a * s i n h, most of 
1 whom came from New York City. And in 
Vany case Russia was a distant and bar- 
Ibftrous country, and nothing could be 
Vnore ludicrous than a suggestion that

I spent the war mostly In Washington, 
in the most secret department of 
Army, and my first shock virtually coin¬ 
cided wilh the beginning of my work 
there.

versify president acme time ugo. 1 had 
happened to mention the old ideal of 
scholarship and learning; disinterested 
pursuit of truth. I thought that he would 
at least pay lipservice to ihla Ideal, but 
ha Interrupted me Imperiously,

to the General Manager, Marott Hotel, Indianapolis, Indiana, * 

adviced that Doctor Kenneth Goff, 3406 South Bryant Street, 

Denver, Colorado, attended a convention of the Constitution 
Party of the United States hala at this hotel during the 
1.8th, 19th, and 20th of October, 1963. 

Oliver Kenneth Goff reside* at 3406 South Bryant 
Street, Sheridan, Colorado, a suburb of Englewood and Denver, 
Colorado. Goff is a Minister of the Gospel and ha* a church 
located at 125 South Sherman Street, Dearer. 

In a document notarized in Arapahoe County, Colorado, 
dated March 29, 1957, Goff state* he w«* a member of the 
Communist Party (CP) and the Young Comawasi*t League (YCL) 
from May 2, 1936 until October 9, 1939. Ceff state* he 
testified regarding hi* CP activities before the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities, Washington, D. C., and 
his testimony appears in Voluote XX of tHa House Committee 
on Un-American Activities report* in 1939. 

On numerous occasions, Goff ha* furnished information 
to investigative agencies of the United States Government, 
and on several occasions, has appeared as a witness on 
behalf of the Government in connection with administrative 
hearings, applicants, and employee* of the United States. 

In December, 1943, Goff organised the “Christian 
Youth of America” for the purpose of having youth In an organization 
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which would truly represent the youth in the halls of our 
legislatures and which youth would stem the tide of commun¬ 
ism. 

In March, 1943, Goff was an editor of a magazine 
entitled, "The Pilgrim Torch." In March, 1957, Goff spoke 
on the subject ’’Stalin over Colorado” in Denver. 

On February 25, 1948, Goff was convicted and fined 
$100.00 in United States District Court, Washington, D. C., 
for violation of Section 255A, Title 22, United States Code, 
for displaying within five hundred feet of the premises 
occupied by the Union of Soviet Socialists Embassy certain 
designated signs adapted to bring the USSR into public 
odium and disrepute. 

The October 24, 1951 issue of the ’’Denver Post” 
and the October 25, 1931 issue of the ’’Rocky Mountain News,” 
both daily newspapers, report that Mr. and Mrs. Kenneth 
Goff and an individual named Dewey Taft participated in a 
protest of the flying of the USSR red flag in a United 
National flag display in Civic Center, Denver, Colorado. 

Goff was observed to tear down the red flag and in hearings 
in Municipal Court, Denver, on October 3i, 1951, charges 
of wilful destruction of property were dismissed against 
the Goffs and Taft. 

The October 25, 1951 issue of the "Rocky Mountain 
News” reports that Goff was the director of the Colorado 
Anti-Communist League. 

The August 21, 1952 issue of the "Denver Post" 
reports that Goff was the chairman of the Colorado Branch 
of the Constitution Party.
